That the city <*an pay all <»f it 
current indebtedness, lift the major 
portion of its floating debt and have 
a balance of approximately $4,500 in 
the treasury at the close of the pres­ 
ent year, was the outstanding 'fea­ 
ture of the informal report given by 
C. H. Ahlbrand, chairman of the ti- 
nance 
committee, 
at 
the 
regular 


session of the city council Thursday 
night. 
On the basis of the figures 
presented by .Mr. 
Ahlbrand, 
which 
were taken from the records in the 
office of the city treasurer, the city’s 
finances are in the best shape for 
many years. 
A fter reviewing the ex­ 
penses which have been met this year 
and which are not anticipated during 
the next twelve months, he said that 
there ought to be a surplus at the 
close of 1917 of approximately $9,- 
500. 
This means that a lower tax 
rate can be levied and it is roughly 
estimated that a cut as big as thirty 
cents mav l>e pos>ible, and "till have 
sufficient revenues for 
the 
proper 
management of the city. 
The report made by Mr, Ahlbrand 
takes into consideration the settle­ 
ment with the county treasurer for 
the semi-annual payment of taxes. 
This revenue is part of the year’s in­ 
come and will net about $10.000 for 
the general fund. 
After all the cur­ 
rent indebtedness is settled by the
